through 138 Sears outlets rn at 
least 110 cities. 
A Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion spokesman in Washington 
said Sears received 200 boxes, 
each containing 48 pins. About 
12 pins in each box were deco­ 
rated with the deadly jequirity 
bean. 
The 
FDA 
spokesman 
said 
some 30 other firms also re­ 
ceived one or two boxes each, 
but there was no way of know­ 
ing whether the deadly pins 
we^e placed on sale. 
The jewelry is made in two 
designs, a clown face with beans 
tor eyes and a flower with a 
bean in th* tenter. 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) — 
Two destroyers of the U.S. 6th 
Fleet sailed through the Bospo­ 
rus today for a five-day cruise 
along Turkey’s Black Sea Coast. 
The Russians called the Ameri­ 
can naval visit to their southern 
doorstep a provocation, a threat 
to peace and Soviet security, 
and a violation of the 1936 Mon- 
treux Convention. 
The 3,500-ton Dyess led the 
way through the narrow strait 
between the Sea of Marmara 
and the Black Sea. Her sister 
ship the Turner followed about 
an hour later. 
The Soviet government news­ 
paper Izvestia reported Sunday 
that its correspondent had seen 
the two destroyers pass through 
the Bosporus 
and slip “like 
thieves” 
into the 
landlocked 
Black Sea. But the ships an­ 
chored in the Sea of Marmara 
for the night, abiding by the 
provision of the Montreux Con­ 


vention that bars transit of the 
strait after nightfall. 
Izvestia 
claimed 
that 
the 
ships’ passage through the Bos­ 
porus violated 
the 
Montreux 
Convention regulating use of the 
strait because the two destroy­ 
ers were equipped with missiles 
capable of delivering nuclear 
weapons and because the con­ 
vention bars ships of any nation 
at war. 
Turkish and American offi­ 
cials rejected the Soviet charges 
and said the ships were making 
a routine visit that was in con­ 
formity with the convention. 
The Turkish Foreign Ministry 
said the Russians “had some 
complaints, but Turkey rejected 
them since the passage is en­ 
tirely in conformity with the 
Montreux Convention.” The con­ 
vention allows non-Black Sea 
powers to send “light surface 
vessels” of under 30,000 tons 
into the Black Sea.

The Upper Peninsula is very beautiful again. 
Before World War L when automobiles still 
were cranky and when our roads were narrow 
and lumpy, a Sunday afternoon ride in the coun­ 
try by the venturesome would usually bring them 
to a forest fire. 
There are very few fires today, thanks to the 
excellent fire control system of the Michigan 
Conservation Department, which has recently 
ch an-red its name to the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resource*, or DNR. 
This fire control and a new era of logging 
practices have erased the wasteland that was 
left by the loggers of the primeval forest*. The 
forest stands everywhere again, green and ma­ 
jestic. In fact, it is too much, according to some 
land use planners, who’d like to maintain more 
of a balance of cover between meadow and wood. 
The Upper Peninsula today has more forest in 
some area* than it did 50 years ago. Many farms 
have been abandoned anc meadow areas are cov­ 
ered by tree again.* 
* 
* 
In a state of nature, lightning-set forest 
fires create openings in the fore?*, but not with 
the Conservation Department fire fighters on 
the job. The result is that the Upper Peninsula 
has not been as preen since the coming of the 
first white men. Our land clearing ha* halted, 
except for very modest farm field extensions 
and the net result in recent years has been more 
forest cover. Urban 
sprawl ha* 
occupied not 
woodland* but farmlands, which have shrunk 
sizeably. 
Our U.P. cities are more attractive than for­ 
merly. Their parks are more numerous and they 
have area* of attractive new homes and a start 
on rehabilitation of their busines* districts, al­ 
though these remain the I east 
responsive to 
change. This is because retailing has moved into 
a new era. Chain organizations are influential 
and they usually lease their housing. With the 
revolution in American life cauked by the auto­ 
mobile. the store without parking area is a lame 
duck and it is easier to desert an old retailing 
district and create a new shopping center than to 
rehabilitate a city core. Landlords are unable or 
reluctant to make a large investment in modern­ 
ization. 
* 
* 
* 
Apart from areas of sumptuous new homes, 
our cities are enhanced most by public buildings, 
especially churches and schools. Even our new 
factories are attractive in a utilitarian way. 
Our highways are a mixed bag. Some of 
them are the most scenic roads in the Midwest. 
Others are alleys of billboards and striptowns 
that make it appear that some of our citizens 
have resolved: No big city is going to get ahead 
of us in unattractiveness! Our auto graveyards 
haven’t surrendered to Maurice Warshawsky’g 
foundry and their dead cars offend the eye in 
even* town and in some places where there aren’t 
any towns, just a gratuitous offense inflicted 
upon nature. 
♦

It i* in the country that the Upper Peninsula 
has made the greatest advance in attractiveness. 
Thousands of persons have improved rural prop­ 
erties. A place in the country was once a shack 
full of the cast off rockers of city living, but not 
today. There are hundreds of man-miuie ponds 
to provide a place for wild ducks to puddle and 
to raise rainbows for an evening fry-out. Cabins 
are more attractive than most city homes and 
they have vista windows and smoke hoods and 
barbecue pits and terraces. 
There are pine plantations on the hilltops 
and impoundments on the creeks, the woodlots 
are thinned and there is a new graciousness 
bom of our changing regard for nature. It was 
once an enemy of sorts from which we wrested 
a bring that it was reluctant to yield. We at­ 
tacked its forests with axes and fire, its waters 
with mine and sawmill wastes, its soils with ero­ 
sive cultivation. When farming failed, a brushy 
waste remained. 
Today, most of our people earn their living 
in the towns and go to the country for recreation, 
like their big city cousins. And they want it to 
be a pleasant place, so they help nature recover 
her own. It’s a magical difference. The great 
burn areas are green again. TTie skyline has a 
headdress of trees, and maybe an eagle’s nest 
in a tall pine.

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Marines closed cut their mas­ 
sive cordon operation south of 
Da Nang today with another 
flurry of stiff bunker fighting. 
At least 862 North Vietnamese 
soldiers were claimed killed in 
the 20-day campaign. 
Some field reports were still 
missing, and seme senior offi­ 
cers estimated the total enemy 
losses may approach 1,000 when 
the final coun. is made. A hin- 
dred North Vietnamese troops 
were taken prisoner. 
M aline casualties for the en­ 
tire operation, 
called 
Meade 
River, were 95 killed and 504 
wounded. Nearly half of the 
U.S. and enemy casualties were 
taken an toe last five days as the 
Leathernecks' 
encirclement 
shrank to less than a square 
mile. 
Infiltrated Again 
Staff officers said preliminary 
intelligence indicated that ma­ 
jor portions of four battalions of 
the North Vietnamese Arm y’s 
38th Regiment had been trapped 
in the cordon following an ene­ 
my attack on the district town 
of Dien Ban, 15 miles south of 
Da Nang. 
As the Marines were being 
pulled out far operations else­ 
where, there was still light snip­ 
er fire arid some mortaring 
from their rear, showing that 
swept 
territory 
had 
already 
been infiltrated again by at 
least token enemy forces. 
The cordon operation was toe 
largest ever conducted by the 
Marines in Vietnam and their 
most, successful. 
One North Vietnamese popped 
out of a bunker pleading to be 
taken prisoner. A young Marine 
rushed forward. The North Viet­ 


namese shot toe American in 
the head and killed him. Other 
Marines finished off toe North 
Vietnamese. 
A n o t h e r 
Marine 
leaned 
against a dead tree and it col­ 
lapsed. Inside the hollow trunk 
was a North Vietnamese war­ 
rant officer who surrendered, 
saying he w-as a communica­ 
tions officer. 
The operation was launched 
after intelligence reports placed 
as many as 1,000 North Viet­ 
namese troops plus scores of 
Communist political agents in 
hamlets and villages dotting the 
area. It is in effect a spoiling 
action aimed at countering m ili­ 
tary and political threats to the 
lowlands, 
particularly 
Dien 
Ban, a key district town; Hoi 
An, a provincial capital, and Da 
Nang itself, 
South Vietnam’s 
second largest city. 
U.S. headquarters said that 
American 
infantrymen sweep­ 
ing attack routes north 
and 
south of Saigon turned up two 
more big stores of war supplies. 
They 
included 
40 
bicycles, 
which the Viet Cong use to 
transport war m aterials; nearly 
2,000 rounds of mortar, recoil­ 
less rifle and rocket grenade 
ammunition, and 80,000 rounds 
of small arms ammunition. 
The U.S. Command also an­ 
nounced the loss of another pho­ 
to reconnaissance plane over 
North Vietnam and toe start of 
a 
naval 
blockade 
operation 
aimed at strangling major Com­ 
munist supply lines from Cam­ 
bodia that could support an at­ 
tack on Saigon.
